Then, we owe much to the Advertising Department 
and here S/Sgt. Macdonald is doing a sterling job to keep the Bugle 
on a sound financial footing. Major Osland. the Sports Editor, is always 
there with good coverage in that Department, and a lady who wishes 
to remain anonymous, has recently agreed to take on the job of Social 
Editor. Finally, we must not forget the excellent co operation of the 
unit correspondents who faithfully submit news coverage from their 
units month after month. 

So, hearty congratulations to our Community Newspaper and all 
those who make up its staff. May the Bugle's future continue to be 
a progressive and successful one.

IF YOU ASK ME 

This column is dedicated to the expression of constructive views 
by residents of Griesbach on subjects of interest to readers of the Bugle.

"One cf the more controversial subjects in any community is edu¬ 
cation and the part the school should play in community life. Do you 
think the Home and School Association is a help or hindrance to a 
school and to what end should such an organization use its energy?" 

Stated our interviewers .... 

I sincerely think the Home and School Association is a help 
to a school. It most certainly is a help to us at home. I feel this 
energy should be used in bringing together parents and teachers more 
often and try to get the parents to take more interest in their schools 
and their children."

"I think a Home and School Association could be a good thing 

if used in the right way. For instance, why not an open discussion 
night to voice the problems of both parents and teachers and a series 
cf meltings dealing with these problems and what to do about them? 
Maybe inviting guest speakers to help us out." 

« # # 

"The true function of a Herne and School Club should be the at¬ 
tainment of good parent-teacher relationships thereby permitting par¬ 
ents to more readily understand the system whereby their child is 
being educated. A secondary purpose for this organization is assist¬ 
ance to the school staff in obtaining teaching aids which are beneficial 
but not on the current scale of issue. If a school is administered by 
a capable, enthusiastic and efficient school board and there is no 
shortage of financial resources, there is no need for a Home and School 
Association because the school board will ensure that the parents are 
given an opportunity to confer with the teachers (this is, after all, an 
individual responsibility) and will so manage its budget that ample 
training aids are supplied. However il the school board does not 
have the qualities mentioned above and the local economy necessi¬ 
tates a small budget for education, the Home and School Association 
appears to be thd only democratic way the resultant difficulties can 
be overcome. 

From personal observation, the Griesbach Schools are adminis¬ 
tered by a board which is capable, enthusiastic and efficient, and 
there is no apparent need for material assistance from parents. There¬ 
fore, a Home and School Association appears to be unnecessary." 

* * * 

' The Home and School Association is, and should be a definite 
help to a school. The education of children cannot be successfully 
accomplished by any one agency, but requires the full co-operation 
of the community. Educational methods and objectives change con¬ 
tinually and it is through such an organization that these changes are 
made known to the public. Liaison between the homes and the school 
is necessary if the teachers' efforts are to be most effective. It is to 
this end that an organization such as the Home and School Associ¬ 
ation should exert its energy so that the home and the school, as a 
team, may produce the calibre of citizen required by our complex 
society."

Edmonton, Alta. — The North¬ 
west Highway System will observe 
its fifteenth anniversary on Satur¬ 
day, April 1st. 

On April 1st, 1946, the Canadian 
Army took over from the United 
States Army responsibility for the 
1,221 miles of the Alaska Highway 
which lies in Canadian territory. 
The highway runs from Dawson 
Creek, B,C., to the Yukon-Alaska 
border at mile 1,221.4. Head¬ 
quarters for the Northwest High¬ 
way System is at Camp Takhini, 
Whitehorse, Y. T. 

The Alaska Highway is consid¬ 
ered to be a major feat of highway 
engineering involving as it dees 
some 185 bridges and 6,000 cul¬ 
verts. It is kept open all year 
Landslides and the unpredictable 
nature cf the alluvial rivers and 
streams in the north country pre¬ 
sent unusual problems in highway 
maintenance. 

The system today represents o 
significant part of the defences ol 
North America, as well as a majoi 
economic asset in the development 
of the North. 

The various units which form 
the organization of the Northwest 
Highway System will hold func¬ 
tions to note the fifteenth anniver 
sary. Civilian officials of the vari¬ 
ous towns on the highway will 
attend. 

Major General Geoffrey Walsh. 
CBE, DSO, CD. General Officei 
Commanding Western Command, 
in which the Northwest Highway 
System is located, in a statement 
issued for the occasion, paid tri¬ 
bute to the soldiers and civilians 
who had served on the Highway. 
He said that since April 1st, 1946, 
"thousands of soldiers and civi¬ 
lians have performed their jobs 
tirelessly, sometimes under most 
difficult conditions, to keep the 
highway open and to improve it." 

Major General Walsh was the 
original commander of the North 
west Highway System. 

Present commander is Brigadiei 
L. G. C. Lilley.

CARPET BEETLE 

It has been reported that some 
PMQS have become infested with 
carpet beetles, and probably many 
more infestations are present but 
unrecognized. 

The adult form of this bettle is 
small and not often seen. (Tne 
adult does no damage). They are 
smaller than the larva (worm-like; 
form which are often seen if in¬ 
festation is present. The larva are 
slender - tapered, reddish - brown 
grubs. The joints between the 
body segments are a pale-creamy 
white, whereas the segments them¬ 
selves are dark-brown. The body 
of the larva bears a characterostic 
tuft of long hairs at the end of the 
abdomen. When full grown, the 
larva are about % of an inch long. 

In the home the insect is com¬ 
mon in floor cracks, baseboards, 
under carpets, in cupboards, in 
neglected trunks, and in cold air 
ducts of hot-air heating systems. 

Adults often find their way to 
homes and lay their eggs. The 
larva which eventually hatches, is 
long-lived (about 8 to 12 months 
or longer under ideal conditions. 
This insect causes damage often 
ascribed to wear and tear or to 
defective material. It is more ten¬ 
acious of life than the clothes moth 
and its ability to survive on a wide 
variety of foods, aids in maintain¬ 
ing infestation. 

Residents can do much to con¬ 
trol infestation: 

1. Moth-proofing of susceptible 
clothing is an effective control 
measure. 

2. Do not leave clothing undis¬ 
turbed, e.g. leaving winter cloth 
ing in one storage during summer 
months and vice versa. Remove, 
brush and air frequently. 

3. Thorough vacuuming around 
baseboards and cracks of the floor 
It vacucm bag is not emptied from 
material in infested rooms, how 
ever, infestation is not controlled. 

4. Remove and air rugs reg 
ularly and vacuum thoroughly the 
floor beneath. 

5. Eliminate collections of dust 
and lint. 

6. Stored linen should be checked 
frequently, and such cupboards 
should be vaccumed.

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Corner for Gardeners' Lawns

Over the next three issues it is 
hoped to provide readers of this 
Corner with a few helpful hints 
on lawns, gardens, flowers and 
trees. As we can work on oui 
lawns early in the spring, this first 
article will provide a few hints on 
lawn care. 

Authorities estimated that ovei 
50 r A of the funds and effort ex 
pended each year on our Cana¬ 
dian home lawns is wasted. Many 
common practices are even inju¬ 
rious to lawns rather than bene 
ficial. Some of the common errors 
and newer practices are explained 
in this article to assist the readers 
is developing a better lawn. 

No part of our beautification pro¬ 
gramme will contribute more to the 
beauty of the home grounds than 
a good lawn. 

Dressing 

Established lawns may be im¬ 
proved by applying a very thin 
dressing of top soil. Not over hall 
an inch of good top soil may be 
evenly raked into a lawn. This 
should stimulate grass growth and 
improve the soil texture. 

Before applying a top dressing 
the lawn should be raked. Use 
an iron garden rake, raking first 
one way and then the other way. 
This removes the dead grass and 
reopens the surface to permit aii 
to enter. 

Mowing 

Regular mowing at frequent in¬ 
tervals is required to maintain a 
good turf. The frequency of mow¬ 
ing should be gauged to the rate 
of growth rather than the day of 
the week. 

When mown at a height of 1/4" 
to 2" lawn grasses will compete 
favorably with weeds. Mowing 
grass too short may damage the 
root crowns and thus rob the plant 
of its food manufacturing capacity 
and its ability to renew growth. 

Efficient cutting at the propei 
height can only be attained with 
a well adjusted and sharp lawn- 
mower. Torn or bruised grass 
blades dry up and turn brown 
with the entire lawn taking on a 
seared appearance. 

Grass clippings are beneficial 
and should be left on the lawn 
unless they are in a very thick 
layer. 

In shaded locations grass should 
be cut less frequently or at a 
height at least one inch above the 
cutting height of open lawns. 

Watering 

The moisture requirements of es¬ 
tablished lawns will depend to a 
large extent on the soil on which 
the grass is growing. Heavy soils 
require much less water than the 
lighter sandy types. Generally 
speaking, however, all lawns 
should be given infrequent heavy 
soaking rather than frequent light 
ones. Frequent light watering en¬ 


courages surface rooting, whereas 
the ideal watering system provides 
sufficient water, at each applica¬ 
tion, to penetrate to a depth of 
from 4 to 6 inches. 

Most grasses grow vigorously 
during the spring and fall and are 
semi-dormant during hot summei 
weather. Some browning of the 
grass during the hot weather 
should cause no alarm. 

Fertilizing 

In our area a spring application 
of fertilizer is preferable to a fall 
application. All our lawns will 
benefit from an application of fer¬ 
tilizer containing a high percent¬ 
age of nitrogen at this time of the 
year. (The first figure in the fer¬ 
tilizer formula indicates the per¬ 
centage of nitrogen, the second 
phosphorus and the third potash). 

Fertilizers are spread on dry 
lawns. If fertilizer is applied on 
a lawn wet with dew or rain, the 
grass may suffer chemical burns. 
Commercial fertilizers must be used 
carefully because excessive am¬ 
ounts or incorrect methods of appli¬ 
cation can cause damage. 

The spreading can be done very 
satisfactorily by hand although 
some people prefer a mechanical 
spreader. In order to ensure uni¬ 
formity of application it is usually 
best to divide the fertilizer to be 
used into two or three portions. 

Immediately after the spreading 
of fertilizer on a lawn, a generous 
watering srould be given. A good 
rain or shower is even better! 

Weed Control 

Dandelions and many other 
broad-leaved weeds can be effect¬ 
ively controlled in lawns with 
2. 4-D. 

The chemical must be applied 
carefully, however, to prevent 
damage to susceptible plants such 
as trees, shrubs, flowers and vege- 
tabes. It should be applied only 
on a calm day, and the spray kept 
under control at all times. Best 
results are obtained if the 2, 4-D 
is applied when the grass is dry 
and air temperature is 65 degrees 
or above. Time of application is 
also an important factor. Weeds 
are more easily killed if the treat¬ 
ment is given during the latter half 
of May or first week in June. It is 
not advisable to use 2, D-4 after 
that time. 

Rates of application and other 
directions are given on containers 
prepared especially for lawn use. 
These directions should be fol¬ 
lowed carefully. 

After applying 2.4-D, don't water 
the grass for at ueast 24 hours nor 
mow for at least 3 days. Sprayers 
or other equipment used in apply¬ 
ing 2,4-D, should be kept solely 
for that purpose. 

Bare Spots \ 

Lawns sometimes become poor 
in places due to packing of the 


soil. Poor growth of grass in such 
places is at least partly due to aii 
not getting into the soil sufficiently 
well to promote good soil activity. 
Improvement of such lawn areas 
without digging up the grass is 
difficult. 

There are special tools made fo: 
loosening soils but very few of us 
have them. Corts of soil, however, 
can be removed by using a shar¬ 
pened piece of pipe 1" to V/ 2 " 
in diameter. Holes made 6" — 12" 
apart and at a depth of 6" - 15" 
will soon fill with grass roots if 
the area is kept watered.
